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preface, 


In presenting this volume to the public, it is 
proper that some explanation of its title should 
accompany it. 

The Church Service Society is an Association 
of Ministers of the Church of Scotland. The 
formation of a Clerical Society, which should 
occupy itself with the improvement of the ser- 
vices of the Church, had for some time been 
talked of and much desired by many of the 
clergy, when early in 1865 a few ministers met 
in Glasgow to consider the matter. The result 
of their conference was, that a meeting of minis- 
ters was held in that city on the 31st January 
of the same year, at which the Society was for- 
mally constituted; and a constitution adopted, 


of which the following rules are a part :— 
ren) ie 
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“That the name of the Society shall be The 
Church Service Society. 

“That none but ordained ministers of the 
Church of Scotland shall be eligible as mem- 
bers. 

“That the object of the Society shall be the 
study of the liturgies, ancient and modern, of 
the Christian Church, with a view to the pre- 
paration and ultimate publication of certain 
forms of prayer for public worship, and ser- 
vices for the administration of the sacraments, 
the celebration of marriage, the burial of the 
dead, &c.” 

At the same meeting a committee was ap- 
pointed, and named the Editorial Committee, to 
which it was remitted “to consider what steps it 
is advisable to take in order best to carry out the 
intention of the Society.” By this Committee a 
Report was laid before the Society on the 31st 
March 1865, which indicated with sufficient 
clearness the Society’s views. 

teferring to an erroneous idea which had got 
abroad, that the direct design of the Society was 
to introduce a liturgy into the Church, the Report 
said :—“ Whether the introduction of a liturgy is 
desirable and possible, or undesirable and impos- 
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sible, the Society does not propose to discuss. 
Upon that question there may be, within it, diver- 
sity of opinion; but on this point there can be 
none—That the introduction of a liturgy into 
any Church whose worship has not been hitherto 
liturgical, must be a measure long considered, 
slowly matured, and ultimately carried, not by 
any private association of clergymen, but by the 
public, official, and constitutional action of the 
Church herself.” The justice of these words will 
be generally admitted; and at the same time it 
will be conceded that between the bondage of a 
positive liturgy, and the poverty of an absolutely 
extemporaneous service, there is a wide chasm 
which it is a most legitimate and pious design 
to attempt to fill up with the best material that 
can be found. 

There appear to be, at present, two somewhat 
powerful currents of feeling in the Church, which 
are generally supposed to run counter to each 
other, but which in reality do not, or at least need 
not, doso. The one feeling is that of sincere attach- 
ment to the simplicity of our non-liturgical wor- 
ship ; the other is an earnest desire for a worship 
more solemn, uniform, and devout, than (in tone 
and aspect at least) our non-liturgical service some- 
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times is. To a number of estimable people the 
simple service of our Church is dear. With it, 
rightly or wrongly, is bound up much of their 
spiritual life; round it gather most of their reli- 
gious associations. To others, again, that simplicity 
is not attractive, because not in their experience 
the parent or associate of like good influences. 
But what has rendered the service of our sanc- 
tuaries heavy and profitless to them is not its 
simplicity, but—what is too often combined there- 
with, and may be as readily associated with the 
simplest as with the most elaborate service—its 
lifelessness, and lack of devotional spirit and ex- 
pression. The true remedy for this defect, and 
the true reconcilement of these two feelings, are 
to be found in the filling up of the simple order 
of worship valued by the one, with the earnest- 
ness of devotional expression desired by the other ; 
by doing, in short, what the Society proposes to 
attempt, — preparing or collecting examples of 
prayer as full and as suggestive of solemn, earnest, 
fervent devotion as words can be, and binding 
these into the simple order of our existing ser- 
vice. It is very possible (it may be remarked in 
passing) that in some minor points of arrange- 
ment that order may be improved (and ample 
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freedom for such improvement is guaranteed by 
our Directory); but, on the whole, our plain service 
is suited to the constitution of our Church and 
to the genius of our people, and may not be 
radically departed from. In the event, however, 
of any such improvements demanding the atten- 
tion of the Society, it might be well to remem- 
ber that although our closer acquaintance with 
England, and our readier opportunities of studying 
the ritual of the Anglican Church, are apt to lead 
us, in any alteration, to approximate to what we 
consider excellent in that ritual—yet (however 
desirable such an approximation may appear to 
some) our truer model is to be found in the 
Reformed Churches of the Continent, with which, 
in all matters of historical position, of creed, of 
worship, and of government, we have, and ought 
to have, a much closer affinity than with the 
Episcopal communion established in the southern 
part of this island. 

In the Report already referred to, the Com- 
mittee expressed the opinion that the work before 
the Society might be appropriately divided into 
two main branches: the one of which might 
be called the Constructive, the other the Eclec- 
tic. The first of these would embrace the com- 
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pilation or composition of forms for special 
services; and the special services which it was. 
suggested ought first to be attended to, were 
those for the administration of the two sacra- 
ments, for the celebration of marriage, and for 
the burial of the dead. 

As regards the sacrament of Baptism, it is ob- 
vious to any who have had opportunities of ob- 
serving the divers ways in which it is administered 
throughout the Church, that great benefit would 
accrue—alike to the clergy and to the people— 
were some model of the right mode of performing 
this sacred rite introduced and generally adopted. 
At present not only do the clergy in their modes 
of performing it differ very much one from an- 
other, but they diverge, often very widely, from 
the recommendations of the Directory. And it 
is (to regard the matter from the people’s point of 
view) extremely undesirable that when a parent 
presents a child for baptism, he should not be 
aware that there is a certain definite form for the 
service, and should not know the exact nature of 
the promises and professions which he is to be 
required to make. 

Similarly, as regards the sacrament of the 
Lords Supper—the solemnity, nay, even the 
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spiritual value, of the ordinance could not but 
be enhanced to every devout communicant, were 
the form and length and general character of the 
service left less entirely to the individual discre- 
tion and feeling of the minister, and moulded 
more according to one general and uniform design 
—so that wherever the worshipper might sit down 
at the Lord’s Table, he might know that the 
Church, and not the mere individual minister, was 
addressing to him the same warnings, exhorta- 
tions, and invitations which she was addressing 
everywhere to all her members, and that through 
her the Head of the Church was sealing to him 
the same promises and imparting the same 
grace. 

Again, in an ordinance such as Marriage, where 
solemn vows are taken, it is most fitting and de- 
corous that these should in all cases be proposed 
either in the same words or after one model, and 
that the Church should provide a service brief 
and impressive.* 

The propriety of having a model of a Burial 


* Tn this service, it may be noted that the recommendation 
of the Directory with regard to the place in which marriage is 
to be solemnized, and the words—which are strictly prescribed 
—in which the man and woman shall plight their troth, are, 
in the practice of the clergy, almost universally neglected.

service, embodying prayers and a suitable selec- 
tion of passages of Scripture, must be clear to all 
who have any taste or judgment. 

In dealing with the “Eclectic” portion of the 
proposed work, the Report proceeded :— 

“The Committee presume that the members of 
the Society value highly the privilege of what is 
called free prayer, and that they would be un- 
willing to submit themselves to the yoke, which 
neither their fathers nor they have been able to 
bear, of a liturgy so rigid, albeit so beautiful, as 
that of the Anglican Church. But the privilege 
of free prayer is not to be taken to mean simply 
each clergyman’s liberty to lead the devotions of 
his congregation according to his own idea or 
fancy, or as his spirit may be moved to pray. It 
most legitimately may have the higher meaning, 
that each clergyman of a Church which, like ours, 
is a National branch of the Church Catholic, is at 
liberty, as a minister of the Church Catholic, to 
use whatever in the recorded devotions of that 
Church he finds most suitable to his congrega- 
tion’s need. His own fountains of devotion may 
run dry, but those of the whole Church are not 
easily exhausted. The eclectic branch of the So- 
ciety’s work would proceed on the recognition of 
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this principle. Its aim would be to search for, 
and to disentangle from all superstitious accre- 
tions or sectional peculiarities, the prayers of the 
faithful in all divisions of the Catholic Church, 
and to gather these, not into a formal Manual of 
Devotion, but into a Magazine of prayer, to which 
every minister might have access, and from which 
each might draw, even as from a living fountain. 
Useful as it may be to construct set services for 
the Lord’s day, it is probable that this work, if 
thoroughly effected, would be found to have a 
yet higher usefulness, and would at once foster 
in the minister a finer devotional feeling and 
ability of expression, and enrich the common 
prayers of our congregations with the fulness of 
that spirit of “grace and of supplication” whose 
voice has never been silent in the Church; while 
the use of venerable words common to them with 
other Churches and communions of believers, 
could not but knit the worshippers together more 
closely than before in the unity of the Spirit and 
in the bond of peace. The language of the Bible, 
even of the Psalter, cannot supply all the devo- 
tional utterances we need; much less can the 
individual compositions of any one man, however 
rarely gifted. Nor can our wants be fully satis- 
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fied by any one liturgy, or the forms of any one 
Church—be it Greek, or Latin, or Reformed. It 
seems most natural to seek the real magazine 
of adequate expression of Christian devotion in 
the accumulated treasures of the Church’s own 
prayers —those vehicles of her worship which 
the living Bride of Christ, developing her own 
fitting phases of thought and feeling, has pro- 
duced according to her need. Through these the 
spirit of prayer will most appropriately speak, 
and these it will animate and combine anew, so 
that they shall not in our mouths be mere dead 
repetitions, but shall become the undecaying 
organs and vestures of an ever reviving and 
expanding life. 

“Tt appears to the Committee altogether unne- 
cessary to vindicate the Society’s or the Church’s 
right to enter into the heritage of the devo- 
tional literature of the Church Catholic. The 
very existence of the Society is a proof that 
its members recognize this right; and, valuing 
it, are resolved to profit by it as largely as 
they can.” 

These extracts from the Report (which was 
adopted and ordered to be printed) may be taken 
as authoritatively setting forth the Society’s posi- 
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tion, and the views which its members hold 
regarding the work which it has proposed to 
itself to undertake. It may be thought that the 
field is already sufficiently occupied ; but in most 
of the ‘Ministers’ Directories’ and other collec- 
tions and specimens of services which have from 
time to time been issued by individual clergymen 
and others, little reference to or use of the 
ancient devotional literature of the Church is 
made. A work strictly akin to that attempted 
by the authors of these manuals is therefore here 
essayed, in what the Society considers a more 
legitimate and profitable way. Since the date of 
the Report, that work has made such progress 
that the Society feels itself warranted in, so far, 
carrying out the idea avowed in the rule of the 
constitution already quoted—* the ultumate publr- 
cation of certain forms of prayer for public wor- 
ship, and services for the administration of the 
sacraments, &c.” 

In the present publication, it is to be under- 
stood that each contributor is responsible only for 
his own contribution to these pages. 

This volume thus embodies the results of the 
Society’s undertaking—its transactions, in short, 
up to this date, in so far as these are considered 
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likely to be useful or interesting to a wider circle 
than the hundred clergymen who are now its 
members. 

A glance at the Table of Contents will suffice to 
show that this book is not offered to the public as 
a complete work. The Society is not yet in a posi- 
tion to issue this; but in time such a work may 
be issued, if the business of the Society prospers, 
and if the results of this publication answer the 
purposes of the Editors. In the mean time, they 
make this contribution to the good cause, which 
has, during the last ten or twelve years, called 
forth in Britain and in America a great deal of 
diligent research, of pious thought, and of reve- 
rent interest: the cause of solemnity, propriety, 
and devout order, in the services of the Church. 
In doing so they venture to express the hope that 
their offering, along with the offerings of other 
labourers in the same field, may be found accept- 
able and useful both to clergy and laity, as aids 
and guides to their devotions in their public 
acts of worship. The highest reward of their 
labours which they could desire, would be, that 
these should be found of some avail in preparing 
clergymen to recognize the benefit of the Church’s 
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possessing a Book of Prayers,* calculated to be 
a constant help to her ministers in the dis- 
charge of their most solemn duties, and full of 
comfort and edification for her people at home 
and abroad. 

We have only to add, that in almost every case 
references to the source of each prayer will be 
found appended. The reference is not necessarily 
to the original source, but sometimes to that, and 
sometimes only to the book or liturgy in which the 


* The Church practically possessed such a Book of Prayers in 
the sixteenth and the first half of the seventeenth century. With- 
out entering here into any argument as to the exact position 
which the Book of Common Order or John Knox’s Liturgy held 
in the Church, there seems to be no doubt that it was in general 
congregational use up to the time of the Westminster Assembly. 
The fact of its being regularly printed with the Scottish Psalter, 
or the ‘Psalmes according as they are read and sung in the 
Kirk of Scotland,’ places this beyond doubt. We have seen 
three copies of this Psalm-Book with the Forms of Service from 
the Book of Common Order prefixed ; two of them printed at 
Edinburgh—one in 1635 and the other in 1643—and the third 
at Aberdeen, probably in 1633. There are some varieties in the 
arrangement of the services and in the rubrics attached to them, 
and even in their number; but the chief forms which compose 
the Book of Common Order, including ‘‘The Order of Bap- 
tisme,” “The Administration of the Lord’s Supper,” ‘‘The 
Forme of Marriage,” the forms of ‘‘ Confession,” and of 
‘Prayer commonly used before Sermon,” are given in all, 
preliminary to the Psalms, and with a view to their common 
use by the minister and congregation. 
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prayer is most commonly found. Thus, in the case 
of quotations from the English Book of Common 
Prayer, the simple reference “ Anglican” is gene- 
rally given, although in many instances the prayer 
so quoted is originally derived from an ancient 
liturgy or sacramentary, or other fountain, of 
which, as it stands in the English book, it is a 
translation or a paraphrase.

Sacrament of Baptism. 


THE following Service is based upon the Bap- 
tismal Service in John Knox’s Book of Com- 
mon Order. It is condensed and considerably 
curtailed; but may be regarded as presenting 
the original and genuine doctrine of the Scottish 
Church regarding the sacrament of Baptism. 


Administration of Waptism to Lnfants. 


The Minster may recite the following sentences : 


O and teach all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost; teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded you: and, 
lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of 
the world.—Matt. xxviii. 19, 20. 
A 
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' The promise is unto you and to your children. 
—Acts 1. 39. 

Even so it is not the will of your Father which 
is in heaven that one of these little ones should 
perish. 

Take heed that ye despise not one of these little 
ones; for I say unto you, That in heaven their 
angels do always behold the face of my Father 
which is in heaven.— Matt. xvi. 14, 10. 

Know ye not that so many of us as were bap- 
tized into Jesus Christ, were baptized into His 
death? Therefore we were buried with Him by 
our baptism into His death; that like as Christ 
was raised up from the dead by the glory of the 
Father, even so we also should walk in newness 
of life—Rom. vi. 3, 4. 


The Father (or Sponsor) having presented the child, the 
Minster asketh this question : 


Do you here present this child to be baptized, 
desiring that [he] may be engrafted in the mystical 
body of Jesus Christ ? 

Ans.—We do. 


The Minister proceeds : 


Let us therefore understand, dearly beloved, 
that Almighty God hath not only received us into 
the fellowship of His Church, and made us His 
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children by adoption, but hath also promised the 
same unto our children. Which promise as He 
confirmed to His people under the Old Testament 
by the sacrament of Circumcision, so hath He 
renewed the same to us by the sacrament of Bap- 
tism: hereby signifying to us that our children 
also are to be reckoned among the number of 
God’s children; and therefore ought they not to 
be defrauded of those holy signs and badges by 
which His children are distinguished from pagans 
and infidels. 

Hear ye the words of the holy Gospel— 

“ And they brought young children to Him that 
He should touch them: and His disciples rebuked 
those that brought them. But when Jesus saw it 
He was much displeased, and said unto them, 
Suffer the little children to come unto me, and 
forbid them not: for of such is the kingdom of 
God. Verily I say unto you, Whosoever shall 
not receive the kingdom of God as a little child, 
he shall not enter therein. And He took them 
up in His arms, put His hands upon them, and 
blessed them.”—Mark. x. 13-16. 

Not that we think this outward action of such 
necessity that the lack of it would be hurtful to 
their salvation, if they should be prevented by 
death ; or that any such virtue or power is in- 
cluded in the water or the outward action, as that 
all who partake of it are therefore born again of 
the Spirit (which apparently many who have

been baptized are not); but we, having respect 
to that obedience which Christians owe to the 
voice and ordinance of Jesus Christ, who com- 
manded to baptize all without exception, do 
judge them only unworthy, who contemptuously 
refuse such means of grace as His wisdom hath 
appointed. 

This baptism with water doth signify and set 
forth unto us the virtue of Christ’s blood and 
righteousness for cleansing our souls from the 
guilt and deadly poison of sin, that being born 
again of the Spirit we may walk in newness 
of life, of which grace Baptism is the sign and 
seal. 

Moreover, ye that be fathers and mothers may 
take from hence most singular comfort in seeing 
your children thus received into the bosom of 
Christ’s Church: and by this also ye are daily 
admonished that ye bring up in piety and virtue 
these children of God’s favour and mercy, over 
whom His fatherly providence watcheth con- 
tinually. 

Wherein if ye be negligent, ye shall not only 
do injury to your children, hiding from them the 
good pleasure of Almighty God their Father, but 
ye shall bring judgment upon yourselves, in suf- 
fering His children, bought with the blood of His 
dear Son, so traitorously for lack of knowledge to 
turn back from Him. 

Finally,—that we may be assured that you the 
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Father [or Sponsor] consent to the performance 
of these things,—declare here, before the face of 
God’s congregation, the sum of that Faith wherein 
you believe and will instruct this child. 


Then the Father or Sponsor shall, after the Minister, 
rehearse the Apostles’ Creed : 


BELIEVE in God the Father Almighty, maker 
of heaven and earth; and in Jesus Christ, His 
only Son, our Lord; who was conceived by the 
Holy Ghost; born of the Virgin Mary; suffered 
under Pontius Pilate; was crucified, dead, and 
buried: He descended into hell; the third day He 
rose again from the dead; He ascended into heaven ; 
and sitteth on the right hand of God the Father 
Almighty; from thence He shall come to judge 
the quick and the dead. I believe in the Holy 
Ghost; the holy catholic Church ; the communion 
of saints ; the forgiveness of sins; the resurrection 
of the body; and the life everlasting. 
Amen, 


Then follows this Prayer : 


LMIGHTY and everlasting God, who of Thine 
infinite mercy and goodness hast promised 

unto us that Thou wilt be not only our God, but 
also the God and Father of our children, We be- 
seech Thee, that as Thou hast vouchsafed to call us 
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to be partakers of this Thy great mercy, in the fel- 
lowship of faith, so it may please Thee to sanctify 
with Thy Spirit, and to receive into the number. 
of Thy children, this infant whom we are about to 
baptize according to Thy word; to the end that 
he, coming to mature age, may confess Thee the 
only true God, and Jesus Christ whom Thou hast 
sent ; and may serve Thee and be profitable unto 
Thy Church, all the days of his life; that, after 
this life ended, he may be brought, as a lively 
member of Thy Son’s body, unto the full fruition 
of Thy joys in the heavens, where our Saviour 
Christ is exalted and reigneth with Thee the 
Father, in the unity of the Spirit, world without 
end; in whose name we pray, as He hath taught 
us, saying— 


UR Father which art in heaven, Hallowed be 
Thy name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will 
be done in earth, as itis in heaven. Give us this 
day our daily bread. And forgive us our debts, 
as we forgive our debtors. And lead us not into 
temptation ; but deliver us from evil. 
Amen, 


When they have prayed in this sort, the Minister, having 
learned the child’s name, saith : 


N., I baptize thee in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
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And as he speaketh these words, he taketh water in his 
hand, and sprinkleth it upon the child’s face: which 
done, he giveth thanks as follows : 


T. 


OST holy and merciful Father, who dost not 
only bestow upon us the common benefits of 
Thy providence, but also dost enrich and beautify 
us with the blessings of grace and salvation, We, 
as it is meet and our bounden duty, do lift 
up our hearts unto Thee; thanking Thee for 
Thy great mercy and grace, in that Thou hast 
been pleased not only to number us among Thy 
saints, but also dost call our children unto Thee, 
marking them with this sacrament, in token 
of Thy favour, and as a badge and seal of Thy 
love. 

Wherefore, notwithstanding our great unworthi- 
ness, we entreat Thee, most holy and loving 
Father, through Thy dear Son, to confirm Thy 
grace toward us more and more; and take into 
Thy favour and protection this infant, whom, with 
common supplcations, we present unto Thee. 
Defend, guide, and sanctify him, both in soul and 
body; that he may never so fall away from Thy 
faith and love as to lose the grace of Baptism, but 
may acknowledge Thee continually as his merciful 
Father, in faith and obedience, through Thy Holy 
Spirit working in his heart: by whose divine 
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power he may increase in wisdom and in all good- 
ness from day to day, may prevail against the 
devil, the world, and the flesh; till in the end, 
having obtained a final victory, and being perfect 
in all Thy will, he may be exalted to the liberty 
of Thy sons and the glory of Thy kingdom, at the 
appearing of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ.

THE idea in the construction of the following Ser- 
vice has been to exhibit, first of all, the Scriptural 
warrant for the sacrament in the words of Christ, 
which, accordingly, are read as the preface to all 
that follows, and as the authority for it. Imme- 
diately thereafter come, as is enjoined in the West- 
minster Directory, ‘‘some words of instruction 
touching the institution, nature, use, and ends of 
this sacrament.” In these, while on the one hand 
the doctrine of Baptismal Regeneration is dis- 
claimed, so on the other is distinctly set forth the 
doctrine of the Scottish Church—that Baptism is 
not a mere sign, but (in the words of the Direc- 
tory), ‘a seal of the covenant of grace, of our in- 
grafting into Christ, and of our union with Him, 
of remission of sins, regeneration, adoption, and 
life eternal.” The same doctrine is recognized in 
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the prayers that follow—it being the plain doc- 
trine both of the Westminster Confession and of 
the Scottish Confession of 1567, which latter em- 
phatically states, “we utterly condemn the vanity 
of those that affirm sacraments to be nothing else 
but naked and bare signs ;” and again, “ whosoever 
slandereth us that we affirm and believe sacra- 
ments to be such, doth injury unto us, and speak- 
eth against the manifest truth.” 

The recommendation of the Directory is that, 
after these statements regarding the sacrament, 
there should be introduced an admonition to “ all 
that are present,” and following this, an exhortation 
to the parent. It appears a simpler plan, and one 
in which the spirit of this injunction is adequately 
carried out, as well as in accordance with common 
usage amongst us, to throw the whole preliminary 
address into the form of an address to the parent 
or sponsor, instead of breaking its continuity by 
inserting in the middle of it an exhortation to the 
congregation at large, in whose hearing, of course, 
the whole is spoken. 

The vow or declaration required of the parent 
or sponsor is simply a profession of belief in the 
Apostles’ Creed; a renunciation, on the child’s 
behalf, of the devil, the world, and the flesh, with 
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a promise of godly life and faithful service; and 
he is likewise required to undertake that the child 
shall, if spared, be duly instructed. This part of 
the service is very much akin to that found in the 
Baptismal Service of the “Savoy Liturgy.” The 
prayer which follows upon this is taken very 
closely from the suggestions of the Directory. 

The prayer after the act of Baptism is in accord- 
ance with the same authority, but it includes two 
topics not referred to therein—viz., the mother of 
the child, and both the parents and their family 
collectively; the paragraphs relative to which can 
be omitted when not appropriate. The Service 
concludes with the Lord’s Prayer and the Apos- 
tolic Benediction. If it be desired—before the 
benediction—may be sung the 47th Par. from the 
2d verse. 

This Baptismal Service, it will thus be seen, is 
constructed on the principle of carrying out, as 
closely as is consistent with the proper liberty left 
to the Minister by the Directory, the suggestions 
of that respectable authority. If, on the one 
hand, a service drawn up on this principle lacks 
some of the tone and substance of the older and 
catholic formulas, it possesses, on the other hand, a 
simplicity and coherence and a doctrinal distinct- 
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ness, which are occasionally awanting in the bap- 
tismal services of those who do not even avail 
themselves of those directions which they yet pro- 
fess to regard as their rule and standard. 


It is assumed that the Father appears as Sponsor for the 
Child (but the Directory provides for the necessary 
absence of that Parent, by admitting a “Christian 
Friend” as Sponsor), and that the Baptism takes place 
in the Church, as the Directory requires, 


Administration of Baptism to Infants. 


When the Father, or other Sponsor, with the Mother, of 
she be present, has stood up in the place appointed, 
presenting the child, the Minister shall first read S. 
Matt. xxviii. 18-20, and shall then say: 


Do you desire to present this child to God in 
the holy sacrament of Baptism ? 

Ans.—We do. 

Minister—It is written in the 10th chapter of 
the Gospel according to S. Mark, at the 13th 
verse: And they brought young children to Him, 
that He should touch them: and His disciples 
rebuked those that brought them. But when 
Jesus saw it, He was much displeased, and said 
unto them, Suffer the little children to come unto 
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me, and forbid them not: for of such is the king- 
dom of God. Verily I say unto you, Whosoever 
shall not receive the kingdom of God as a little 
child, he shall not enter therein. And He took 
them up in His arms, put His hands upon them, 
and blessed them. 


The Minister then may say : 


Let us not doubt, dearly beloved, but firmly 
believe that the same loving Saviour who is ever 
present in His Church will now receive and bless 
this little one, showing His abundant mercy unto 
us and to our children. 


To present their children unto God in Baptism 
is the bounden duty and the high privilege of 
Christians, who, themselves members of the body 
of Christ, believe their children to be the heri- 
tage of the Lord, and recognize it to be their 
part to train them up as members of the great 
family in earth and heaven which has been re- 
deemed by the precious blood of Christ: for in 
this holy sacrament we are taught that we are not 
our own, but are bought with a price, and must 
therefore be devoted in soul and body to the Lord; 
and also, that being in ourselves unclean, we must 
be washed in the pure fountain of the Saviour’s 
blood ere we can be an acceptable people in God’s 
sight. And although the act of Baptism cannot 
in itself avail to the washing away of sin or the 
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regeneration of the soul, yet therein are signified 
and sealed unto us our ingrafting into the body of 
Christ, and the promise of His Spirit, who only 
can cleanse and sanctify the spirit that is in 
man. 

You have heard how the blessed Lord said in 
the days of His flesh, “Suffer the little children to 
come unto me, and forbid them not, for of such is 
the kingdom of God;” and therefore, although 
children be unable to take upon themselves the 
vows of the Lord, it is our duty to present them 
unto God in Baptism—even as under the Law of 
Moses our Lord himself was presented for circum- 
cision—in order that they may receive the seal of 
the covenant, and be admitted in Christ’s name 
into the fold of His Church. 


Or the Minister may say, after having read S. Mark x. 
13-16, and the paragraph immediately following tt, as 
above, and having omitted the reading of S. Matt. 
xxviii, 18-20, at the beginning of the Service : 


The holy ordinance of Baptism—whereby we 
are received into the Church—was instituted by 
the Lord Jesus Christ, who, before He left this 
world, spake unto His disciples, saying: “ All 
power is given unto me in heaven and in earth. 
Go ye therefore and teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost, teaching them to observe 
all things whatsoever I have commanded you; 
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and, lo, Iam with you alway, even unto the end 
of the world.” 

' The sacrament which, looking to this command 
and promise, we observe, is not merely a badge of 
our profession, but a holy sign and seal of the cove- 
nant of grace, of our ingrafting into Christ and 
union with Him, of remission of sins, regeneration, 
adoption, and life eternal. The element of water 
representeth both the blood of Christ, which tak- 
eth away all the guilt of sin, and the power of 
the Holy Ghost in regenerating and sanctifying 
our corrupt nature. And as by Baptism we are 
solemnly received into the Church, we are taught 
and acknowledge thereby, that all men are born 
in sin, unable to deliver themselves from its pun- 
ishment and dominion, and must be cleansed 
by Christ’s blood and Spirit if they would be 
accepted of God and admitted to His heavenly 
kingdom. The baptism of water cannot of itself 
effect that which it signifies; but as it is a sign 
appointed by divine wisdom to show us our need 
of heavenly cleansing, so is it also a seal whereby 
God confirms to all who are baptized His promise 
to bestow it; assuring them thereby of His good- 
will and love, ingrafting them into the body of 
Christ, receiving them into His household, and 
giving them a covenant right to look to Him as 
their Father, and to expect, unless they exclude 
themselves by unbelief, all the blessings of sal- 
vation. 
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On their part, all who by Baptism are admitted 
to these inestimable privileges renounce not only 
the devil, the world, and the flesh, the enemies of 
God and of their souls, but all hope of salvation 
and happiness except through Christ; they be- 
come bound to believe God’s Word, to obey His 
commandments, and to live as His children, and 
as heirs of His heavenly kingdom. 


Then the Minster, addressing the Parent or Sponsor, 
shall say : 


As you desire this child to be received into the 
fellowship of the faith, it is necessary that you 
profess that faith into which he is to be baptized, 
and promise that he shall be trained in the know- 
ledge and obedience of the truth. I therefore ask 
you before God and before these witnesses 

DO you believe in the Word of God as it is 
contained in the Scriptures of the Old and New 
Testaments, and in what these teach you concern- 
ing God and man? 

Do you believe in God the Father Almighty, 
maker of heaven and earth; and in Jesus Christ, 
His only Son, our Lord; who was conceived by 
the Holy Ghost; born of the Virgin Mary; suf- 
fered under Pontius Pilate; was crucified, dead, 
and buried: that He descended into hell; that the 
third day He rose again from the dead; that He 
ascended into heaven; and sitteth on the right 
hand of God the Father Almighty; that from

thence He shall come to judge the quick and the 
dead? Do you believe in the Holy Ghost; the 
holy catholic Church; the communion of saints ; 
the forgiveness of sins; the resurrection of the 
body; and the life everlasting ? 

Ans.—We do. 

Minister—Do you promise that if it shall 
please God to spare this child, you shall, as soon 
as he is able to understand them, instruct him or 
cause him to be instructed in these truths; and 
according to your best ability, by good example, 
and with prayer to God on his behalf, train 
him up in the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord ? 

Ans.—We do. 

Minister—Do you, on his behalf, renounce the 
devil, the world, and the flesh? Do you promise 
to live soberly, righteously, and godly, in this 
present evil world; to fight the good fight of 
faith, and to be ever a faithful servant and soldier 
of your Lord Jesus Christ ? 

Ans.—We do. 


Then the Minister shall say : 
Let us pray. 


LMIGHTY God, our heavenly Father, who 
hast made Thy Son Jesus Christ to be Head 

over all things to the Church, which is His body, 
and who, through Him, didst deliver this command 
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to the first ministers and stewards of Thy word and 
sacraments—“ Go ye and teach all nations, bap- 
tizing them in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost ;” giving unto them 
also through the same Jesus Christ our Lord this 
promise, “Lo, I am with you alway, even unto 
the end of the world;” we beseech Thee to fulfil 
this Thy promise unto us, as we now obey this 
Thy command, and graciously to be with us as we 
receive this little child into the fold of the holy 
catholic Church. May it please Thee of Thy 
mercy to join the inward baptism of Thy Spirit 
to the outward baptism of water, making it to this 
child the seal of adoption, and regeneration, and 
eternal life; so that the body of sin and death 
being destroyed in him, he may walk in newness 
of life, through Jesus Christ his Lord. 
Amen. 


Or as follows : 


LMIGHTY God, who of Thine infinite love 
and mercy didst send Thy Son Jesus Christ 

into the world, that by the shedding of His precious 
blood He might deliver us from sin and death, and 
who sendest forth Thy Holy Spirit that we may be 
created anew after Thine image, and made meet 
for Thy heavenly kingdom; vouchsafe, we beseech 
Thee, Thy gracious presence and blessing to us 
and to this infant whom we are about to receive 
into Thy holy Church. Join the inward baptism 
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of Thy Spirit with the outward baptism of water, 
making it to this child a seal of regeneration, 
remission of sin, adoption, and eternal life. Re- 
ceive him into the number of Thy children; 
deliver him from the defilement and power of 
sin; bestow on him the fulness of Thy grace; 
and grant that, united to Christ in His death and 
resurrection, he may ever walk before Thee in 
newness of life, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen, 


Then the Father or Sponsor presenting the child at the 


font or laver (the congregation standing), the Minister 
shall say :

May it please Thee 
to give unto this child a new name written in the 
Lamb’s book of life, and a place in Thy heavenly 
temple, whence he shall go no more out. Do 
Thou take him into Thy fatherly care and keep- 
ing, and regard him with the favour which Thou 
bearest unto Thine own people. Grant to him, if 
it be Thy loving will, health of body and sound- 
ness of mind; save him from all evil and mischief 
in soul and body; may he, like Thy holy child 
Jesus, grow in wisdom as he grows in stature, and 
in favour with God and man; may he be kept by 
Thy mighty power—who willest not that one of 
those little ones should perish—through faith 
unto salvation; and after the trials and changes, 
the joys and sorrows, of this transitory life are 
over, may he inherit Thy promises, and enter 
into Thy blessed rest, through Jesus Christ, his 
Lord. 

[O Lord, who redeemest our life from destruc- 
tion, and crownest us with loving-kindness and 
tender mercy, we offer unto Thee our thanks- 
givings on behalf of the mother of this child: in 
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that Thou hast been pleased to spare her to rejoice 
over her little one. Be Thou at all times her re- 
fuge and her strength, and finally may she inherit 
Thine eternal kingdom, through Jesus Christ her 
Lord. | 

[Hear our prayers, we beseech Thee, O God, on 
behalf of the parents of this child: that Thou 
wouldst graciously spare them to rule their family 
in Thy fear and love. Bless them in all their 
worldly concerns: grant unto them all spiritual 
blessings in heavenly places in Christ Jesus. En- 
lighten them in the knowledge of Thy will, that they 
may be enabled to bring up this child [and all the 
children that Thou givest them] in the fear of the 
Lord, which is the beginning of wisdom. And 
do Thou so guide and govern them by Thy good 
spirit, that in this world they may together glorify 
Thy name by a devout walk and conversation ; 
and in the world to come may be numbered with 
Thy saints in the glory everlasting, having finally 
been presented faultless before the presence of 
Thy glory with exceeding joy, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. ] 


UR Father which art in heaven, Hallowed be 
Thy name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will be 

done in earth, as it is in heaven. Give us this 
day our daily bread.

The Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper. 


Ir is right that on the Sunday before that on 
which the Communion is to be celebrated, due 
intimation thereof should be made; which may 


be done in some such terms as the following :— 


Dear Brethren,—The sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper will be administered in this church [or 
parish} on Sunday next. [Any preliminary ser- 
vices may be here intimated.| I earnestly counsel 
you to examine yourselves and to prepare your- 
selves for this holy communion.* 

It is the most solemn institution of our religion, 
and as we are Christians we are obliged to the 
frequent receiving of it, and we cannot neglect it 
without a great contempt of our blessed Saviour 
and His holy faith. He hath appointed it fora 


* «<¢Where this sacrament cannot with convenience be fre- 
quently administered, it is requisite that publick warning be 
given the Sabbath-day before the administration thereof.”—The 
Directory for the Publick Worship of God. 
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solemn remembrance of His great love to us in 
laying down His life for us, and therefore He com- 
mands us to do it in remembrance of Him; and 8. 
Paul tells us, that as often as we eat this bread 
and drink this cup we do show forth the Lord’s 
death till He come. 

Both the comfort and the benefit of it are great. 
The comfort of it—because it does not only repre- 
sent to us the exceeding love of our Saviour, in 
giving His body to be broken and His blood to be 
shed for us; but it likewise seals to us all those 
blessings and benefits which are purchased and 
procured for us by His death and passion, the par- 
don of sins, and power against sin. 

The benefit of it is also great, because hereby 
we are confirmed in goodness, and our resolutions 
of better obedience are strengthened, and the grace 
of God’s Holy Spirit to enable us to do His will is 
hereby conveyed to us. 

And the best preparation for it is by a sincere 
repentance for all our sins and misdoings which 
we remember ourselves to be at any time guilty 
of; by daily prayer to God that He would give us 
a sincere repentance for all our sins, and mercifully 
forgive them to us; and by a sincere and firm re- 
solution to forsake our sins, and do better for the 
future; to be more careful of all our actions, and 
more constant in prayer to God for His grace to 
enable us to keep His commandments; by being 
in charity with all men; and by forgiving those 
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who have injured us by word or deed, as we hope 
for forgiveness from God. 

And let none of us say that we are not fitted 
and prepared for it. It is our duty to be so; and 
if we be not prepared to receive the sacrament, we 
are not qualified for the mercy of God, and for 
His forgiveness ; we are not prepared for the hap- 
piness of heaven, and can have no hopes to come 
thither ; but if we prepare ourselves as well as we 
can by repentance, and resolutions of being better, 
and by praying heartily and earnestly to God for 
His grace, He will accept of this preparation, and 
will give us the comfort of this holy sacrament. 
And to His name be the glory, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.*

I1—ANALYSIS OF COMMUNION SERVICES. 
1. SERVICE IN THE SECOND CENTURY. 


The celebration of the Lord’s Supper is de- 
scribed by Justin Martyr, about 150 A.D., as 
follows :— 

“Having ended the prayers, we salute one another 
with a kiss. There is then brought to the pre- 


* From Tillotson. 
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sident of the brethren bread, and a cup of wine 
mixed with water; and he, taking them, gives 
praise and glory to the Father of the universe, 
through the name of the Son and of the Holy 
Ghost, and offers thanks at considerable length 
for our being counted worthy to receive these 
things at His hands. And when he has concluded 
the prayers and thanksgivings, all the people pre- 
sent express their assent by saying, Amen. This 
word, Amen, answers in the Hebrew language to 
yévoiro (So be it). And when the president has 
given thanks, and all the people have expressed 
their assent, those who are called by us deacons 
give to each of those present to partake of the 
bread and wine mixed with water, over which the 
thanksgiving was pronounced, and to those who 
are absent they carry away a portion. And this 
food is called among us the Eucharist. 

For not as common bread and common drink do 
we receive these; but in like manner as Jesus 
‘Christ our Saviour, having been made flesh by the 
Word of God, had both flesh and blood for our 
salvation, so likewise have we been taught that 
the food which is blessed by the prayer of His 
word, and from which our blood and flesh, by 
transmutation, are nourished, is the flesh and blood 
of that Jesus who was made flesh.” 
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2. SERVICE IN THE THIRD CENTURY. 


At the period of the Apostolic Constitutions, 
probably in the third century, the form of admin- 
istering the Lord’s Supper was as follows :— 


Minister’s Salutation, Peace be with you. 
The Kiss of Peace, a symbol of forgiveness, 
Introductory { Minister washes his hands ; Deacons place 
the elements on the table; Minister offers 
private prayer.

After 470, the Creed was repeated at the end of 
the consecration prayers ; and, at an earlier period, 
the substance of it was given in the prayers.

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II—MATERIAL FOR A SERVICE HAVING 
GENERAL SANCTION. 


1. The Offertory. Originally offerings were 
made from which the elements were provided ; 
and from the first, alms have been given by com- 
mon Christian consent at the Communion. 

2. Bringing forward the elements at the com- 
mencement of the service, when the alms are 
collected. 

3. The Creed. Given in substance in the 
earliest forms, it became common after a.p. 500, 
and has since been retained either in the service 
proper, or preparatory. 

4, Prayer of confession and for worthiness. 
This is universal either in the Communion Office 
proper, or in the preparatory service. 

5, Eucharistic Prayer or Preface, with Saluta- 
tion, Sursum Corda, and Seraphic Hymn. The 
use of this has been universal from the beginning, 
except in some of the Reformed Services, and even 
in them the Sursum Corda occurs in the address. 

6. Words of Institution, and Invocation of the 
Spirit. The latter is not given distinctly in the 
Roman Office, nor in the Anglican, nor in some of 
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the Foreign Reformed ; but it was universal of old, 
was considered essential, and is prescribed in our 
Directory. 

7. Intercession for the Church Militant and 
thanksgiving for the righteous departed,—the com- 
munion of saints being a prominent thought con- 
nected with the Lord’s Supper. The intercession 
either forms part of the Communion Services, or 
of the prayers after sermon preparatory to the 
Communion. 

8. The Lord’s Prayer. Anciently this was said 
at the end of the prayers before the Communion, 
and the use of it in this way was probably 
apostolic. 

9. Prayer, &c., and Sancta Sanctis. 

10. Singing of psalms at intervals during the 
Communion, if there be more than one “ Table.” 

11. Prayer of thanksgiving for the Sacrament, 
and of self-dedication. 

12. Praise. 

13. Benediction. 

The Decalogue forms no part of any Communion 
Service except the Anglican. In the Reformed 
Liturgies, it is given in the early part of the ordi- 
nary church service in accordance with the words, 
“The law is our schoolmaster to bring us unto 
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Christ;” and on days of Communion, if not on 
every Lord’s Day, it should no doubt form part of 
the Scripture read. The use of it in the Anglican 
Communion Office was borrowed from the conti- 
nental reformers, but the responses are insular. 

There are no exhortations in ancient forms, 
beyond a few words for the dismissal of cate- 
chumens ; but in all the Reformed Services there 
is at least one exhortation of some length. 

“Table Addresses” are alike unknown to the 
old forms, and to the Reformed Services, beyond 
the optional use of a few words. In the Reformed 
Churches (both in those where sitting and in those 
where standing was adopted) it was designed that 
the people should come forward in companies, 
receive, and make room for others, singing going 
on in the interval, and no more time being occu- 
pied where sitting was the posture than where 
standing was adopted. 

Omitting everything objectionable, it appears 
from the analysis made that the following material 
may be considered as common to all Christendom, 
and should have a place in every Communion 
Service:—The Offertory; Bringing in of the Ele- 
ments; Salutation; Creed; Confession and Prayer 
of Approach; Eucharistic Prayer, with Versicles 
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and Seraphic Hymn; Words of Institution ; Invoca- 
tion and Lord’s Prayer; Intercession for the Church 
Militant, and Thanksgiving for the Righteous 
Departed ; Communion; Prayer of Thanks for the 
Sacrament, and of Self-Dedication, Praise and 
Benediction. 

To this it may be necessary to add an exhorta- 
tion, or exhortations. The ancient Service was, 
however, purely devotional. Material for the 
exhortations is to be found in the Reformed 
Liturgies. 

The Ancient and Catholic devotional material is 
to be found in modernized forms which can scarcely 
be improved upon in the “ Irvingite ” liturgy, and 
the American German Reformed service. The 
prayers in the annexed Communion Service are, 
with a few, chiefly verbal, exceptions, taken from 
these sources, and arranged differently. 


TIL—THE ORDER OF THE COMMUNION SERVICE. 


The ancient Order, as given in the first definite 
account, that of the Apostolic Constitutions, still 
commends itself to most. According to it, the 
Eucharistic Prayer is followed by the Words of 
Institution and Invocation, and these (before 
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Communion) by the Great Intercession. We 
follow, however, substantially the order of the 
Directory, wishing to adhere to the common usage. 
The outline of the Directory is better than that 
of most Post-Reformation Services, and in many 
respects resembles the unartificial forms of the 
primitive Church. The Intercession is placed in 
the Post-Communion Service, where it is uncon- 
nected with any suggestions of an Oblation, and 
where it may even be said to occur naturally, 
when we have partaken of “that bread” which 
unites us as members of the one body. The order 
adopted is as follows :—

EXHORTATION BEFORE THE COMMUNION. 


The Prayer after Sermon being ended, the Minister may 
gwe this Exhortation : * 


Dearly beloved,—As we are now about to cele- 
brate the Holy Communion of the body and blood 
of Christ, let us consider how S. Paul exhorteth 
all persons to examine themselves before they eat 
of that bread, and drink of that cup. For, as the 
benefit is great, if with a truly penitent heart, and 
lively faith, we receive that holy sacrament (for 
then we spiritually eat the flesh of Christ, and 
drink His blood; then we dwell in Christ and 


* This Exhortation is in accordance with the Directory, and 
being for the whole congregation, should be given from the 
pulpit. It answers to the Dismissal of the Catechumens in 
the Ancient Church. The first paragraph is from the Book 
of Common Order, and the English Prayer-Book, which here 
have the same words. ‘The rest, slightly shortened, and 
modernized, is from the Book of Common Order, and the 
other Reformed Services. The usual Reformed Exhortation 
has a second part, but the topics in it are more appropriate to 
the Communion Service proper. We have added the Sancta 
Sanctis of the Primitive Church, as suitable in this place. 
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Christ in us, we are one with Christ and Christ 
with us), so is the danger great if we receive the 
same unworthily. For then we are guilty of the 
body and blood of Christ our Saviour; we eat and 
drink our own condemnation, not discerning the 
Lord’s body. 

Therefore, in the name of the eternal God, and 
of His Son Jesus Christ, I warn all who are not 
of the number of the faithful, all who live in any 
sin against their knowledge or their conscience, 
charging them that they profane not this holy 
table. 

And yet this I pronounce, not to exclude any 
penitent person, how grievous soever his sins have 
been, but only such as continue in sin without 
repentance. 

Examine your own consciences, therefore, to 
know whether you truly repent of your sins, and 
whether, trusting in God’s mercy, and seeking 
your whole salvation in Jesus Christ, you are 
resolved to follow holiness, and to live in peace 
and charity with all men. 

If you have this testimony in your hearts before 
God, I bid you, in the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, to His holy table. 

And although you feel that you have not perfect 
faith, and do not serve God with such zeal as you 
ought, but have daily to fight against the lusts of 
your flesh ; yet if, by God’s grace, you are heartily 
sorry for these weaknesses, and earnestly desire 
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to withstand all unbelief, and to keep all His 
commandments, be assured that your remaining 
sins and infirmities do not prevent you from being 
received of God in mercy, and so made worthy 
partakers of this heavenly food. 

For we come not to this Supper as righteous in 
ourselves, but we come to seek our life in Christ, 
acknowledging that we lie in the midst of death. 
Let us, then, look upon this sacrament as a remedy 
for those who are sick, and consider that the 
worthiness our Lord requireth of us is, that we 
be truly sorry for our sins, and find our joy and 
salvation in Him. United with Him who is holy, 
even our Lord Jesus Christ, we are accepted of the 
Father, and invited to partake of these HOLY 
THINGS WHICH ARE FOR HOLY PERSONS. 


Then the Minister may say : * 


Let those of you who do not intend to be present 
at this solemn service, now retire with order and 
in silence, and receive the blessing of the Lord. 


He then pronounces the Benediction, recommends the 
poor, and gives out a hymn (Par, xxxv.)

While the hymn is being sung [the alms are collected], the 
Minister and Elders bring in the elements and place 
them on the Communion table ; and the communwants 
take their places at the table, or tables.

After 
the same manner also He took the cup, when He 
had supped, saying, This cup is the New Testa- 
ment in my blood: this do ye, as oft as ye drink 
it, in remembrance of me. For as often as ye eat 
this bread, and drink this cup, ye do show the 
Lord’s death till He come.” 


Tur ADDRESS.* 


Dearly beloved,—The end for which the Lord 
hath instituted His Holy Supper is, that “we do 
this in remembrance of Him;” and after this 
manner are we to remember Him by it. 

Connecting these elements with the body of our 
Lord, we must be fully persuaded in our hearts of 
the mystery of His holy incarnation—God mani- 
fest in the flesh ; that He was sent of the Father

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into the world, and assumed our flesh and blood, 
as the second Adam, the Lord from heaven. 

That having taken our nature, He endured for 
us the curse and punishment of sin, and thereby 
satisfied divine justice; that He was bound that 
we might be set free ; was reviled that we might 
come to honour; was condemned that we might 
be acquitted at the judgment-seat of God; yea, 
that He suffered His blessed body to be nailed to 
the cross, and bowed His head in death, that we 
might be accepted of God and raised to lfe in 
Him ;—and this one offering up of Himself once 
for all we are to commemorate and show forth in 
the breaking of bread, with a spiritual oblation of 
all possible praise unto God for the same. 

And as the Lord hath ordained that we are to 
eat of this bread, and drink of this cup, to assure 
us of our union with Him, and that He giveth us 
His body and His blood to be our meat and our 
drink unto life eternal, we are not to doubt His 
goodness, but to be firmly persuaded that He ac- 
complisheth spiritually in us all that He out- 
wardly exhibits. For “the cup of blessing which 
we bless, is it not the communion of the blood of 
Christ? the bread which we break, is it not the 
communion of the body of Christ?” 

And as by His death He hath obtained for us 
the life-giving Spirit, which, dwelling in Him as 
the Head, and in us as His members, unites us all 
in one body, we are to receive this Supper in 
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brotherly love, and mindful of the communion of 
saints. “ For we, being many, are one body ; for 
we are all partakers of that one bread.” We are 
to rejoice in the holy fellowship wherein we have 
part with the faithful patriarchs and prophets of 
old; the holy apostles and evangelists ; the bless- 
ed martyrs and confessors; the redeemed of all 
ages who have died in the Lord, and now live 
with Him for evermore ; our fathers, our brethren, 
our children, and the friends who were as our own 
souls: believing that though our eyes behold them 
no more, they have not perished, but that as 
“Jesus died and rose again, even so them also 

which sleep in Jesus will God bring with Him.” 
And now, that we may fulfil the Saviour’s In- 
stitution with righteousness and joy, let us draw 
near to the throne of grace, seeking the increase 
of our faith and the pardon of our sins, and then, 
trusting in the divine mercy, let us lift up our 

hearts, and give thanks unto the Lord our God.

It was never 
intended that such addresses should extend beyond a sentence 
or two. A very interesting arrangement for Communion is to 
be seen in the old French Church of A’Lasco in London, where 
there is a chancel, and a long permanent Communion Table 
within rails, forward from the wall. At Communion the minis- 
ter takes his place behind, and the people take their seats at 
the table in companies of about twenty-five, receive, and make 
room for others. 

At the same time, the practice of simultaneous Communion 
in pews or otherwise presents many advantages. 

+ According to our service, a few words of address are neces- 
sary here. The Dutch liturgy has some verses of thanksgiving 
in this place, and from it the above is taken. Itis not so much 
an address as a call to thanksgiving and to thankful living. 
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justified by His blood, we shall be saved from 
wrath through Him. For if, when we were ene- 
mies, we were reconciled to God by the death of 
His Son; much more, being reconciled, we shall 
be saved by His life. Let us, therefore, show 
forth His praise from this time forth for ever- 
more, glorifying God in our bodies and in our 
spirits, which are His; ever walking worthy of 
His grace, and of our high calling in Christ Jesus.

The 
words of the marriage vow are those prescribed 
therein. The service ought to be held “in the 
place appointed by authority for public worship.”

The Minister shall say: 


UR help is in the name of the Lord, who made 
heaven and earth. 


And may then read or recite one or more of these sentences : 


What man is he that feareth the Lord? Him 
shall He teach in the way that he shall choose. 
His soul shall dwell at ease, and his seed shall in- 
herit the earth—Ps. xxv. 12, 13. 

Trust in the Lord and do good; so shalt thou 
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dwell in the land, and verily thou shalt be fed. 
Delight thyself also in the Lord, and He shall 
give thee the desires of thine heart: commit thy 
way unto the Lord; trust also in Him and He 
shall bring it to pass.—Ps. xxxvii. 3-5. 

Blessed is every one that feareth the Lord; that 
walketh in His ways. Thy wife shall be as a 
fruitful vine by the sides of thine house: thy 
children like olive plants round about thy table. 
—Ps. exxviil. 1-3. 

Whoso findeth a wife findeth a good thing, and 
obtaineth favour of the Lord.—Proy. xviii.

It is therefore to be 
entered upon neither lightly nor unadvisedly, but 
thoughtfully, soberly, and in the fear of God, with 
due consideration of the purposes for which it was 
ordained, and the duties which it imposes. And 
that you may rightly understand and duly perform 
these, you must give heed to the counsels of God 
recorded for your instruction in His Scriptures of 
truth, which I charge you to take as a light for your 
feet and a lantern for your path, that so you may 
together fulfil His will and inherit His blessing.

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that He might sanctify and cleanse it with the 
washing of water by the word, that He might pre- 
sent it to Himself a glorious Church, not having 
spot, or wrinkle, or any such thing; but that it 
should be holy and without blemish. So ought 
men to love their wives as their own bodies. He 
that loveth his wife loveth himself. For no man 
ever yet hated his own flesh, but nourisheth and 
cherisheth it, even as the Lord the Church: for 
we are members of His body, of His flesh, and of 
His bones. For this cause shall a man leave his 
father and mother, and shall be joined unto his 
wife, and they two shall be one flesh. This is a 
great mystery: but I speak concerning Christ and 
the Church. Nevertheless let every one of you 
in particular so love his wife even as himself; 
and the wife see that she reverence her husband.” 


Or (instead of the lesson from Eph. v.), 


It is written in the 1st Epistle of S. Peter, in 
the 3d chapter, at the 1st verse: “Likewise, ye 
wives, be in subjection to your own husbands ; 
that, if any obey not the word, they also may 
without the word be won by the conversation of 
the wives ; while they behold your chaste conver- 
sation coupled with fear. Whose adorning let it 
not be that outward adorning of plaiting the hair, 
and of wearing of gold, or of putting on of ap- 
parel; but let it be the hidden man of the heart, 
in that which is not corruptible, even the orna- 
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ment of a meek and quiet spirit, which is in the 
sight of God of great price. For after this man- 
ner in the old time the holy women also, who 
trusted in God, adorned themselves, being in sub- 
jection unto their own husbands; even as Sara 
obeyed Abraham, calling him lord: whose daugh- 
ters ye are as long as ye do well, and are not 
afraid with any amazement. Likewise, ye hus- 
bands, dwell with them according to knowledge, 
giving honour unto the wife, as unto the weaker 
vessel, and as being heirs together of the grace of 
life; that your prayers be not hindered.” 


Or the Minister may say: 


Forasmuch as marriage is an estate honourable 
in all, and consecrated by the mystery whereby it 
sets forth the union of all faithful souls with Jesus 
Christ their Lord and Head, I charge you to give 
due heed to the word of God addressed to married 
persons, as it is recorded by the Apostle Paul [here 
read in the Epistle to the Ephesians, as above; or], 
by the Apostle Peter [here read in the 1st Lpistle 
of S. Peter, as above.]

The Father of all mercies, who of 
His grace hath called you to this holy estate, for 
the love of Jesus Christ His Son, who by His pre-

Manual for the wurtal of the Mead. 


ON no occasion does the recognition, by solemn 
acts of worship, of the relation in which we stand 
to God, seem more appropriate, or more likely 
to be profitable, than when the living are called 
by His providence to commit the remains of their 
brethren to the grave. And although the errors 
springing from the doctrine of Purgatory led the 
Fathers of the Reformation in Scotland to dis- 
countenance all religious observances at inter- 
ments, the venerable relic entitled “The Forme 
and Manner of Buriall usit in the Kirk of Mon- 
trois,” preserved in Vol. I. of the Wodrow Mis- 
cellany, shows that even in their own day their 
views were not everywhere adopted or enforced. 
The gradual and general resumption of prayer at 
funerals has long since proclaimed the universal 
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conviction that no good reason for omitting on 
such occasions the devotional observances solem- 
nizing and comforting to the living can be found 
in the fact of their having once been regarded as 
beneficial to the dead. 

But while nothing needs to be said in favour 
of a practice which is universal amongst us, two 
peculiarities in the usage of Scottish Presbyterians 
call for remark. 

1. In many, if not most, parts of the country, 
the religious observance at present consists of 
prayer alone; while the special means of grace 
which of all others seems on such occasions the 
best fitted at once to impress the thoughtless and 
to comfort the mourning, as well as to guard 
against error—the solemn reading of the pure 
Word of God, without which no Protestant Ser- 
vice is true to its character, or complete—is gene- 
rally omitted. Man speaks to God, but God, 
though calling and disposing man by His provi- 
dence to listen, is not allowed to speak plainly to 
man in His own word. 

2. The religious Service at funerals in Scotland 
is, as a general rule, confined to the house of 
mourning, except on the occasion of the death of 


ministers and of others who have filled positions 
F 
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of special prominence, when sometimes a Service 
is held at the Church or the place of interment. 
Yet it must be admitted that circumstances fre- 
quently occur in which it is impracticable or 
inexpedient that the persons assembled should be 
collected into the house. For such cases, at least, 
it is desirable that some Service of a public kind 
should be provided. 

Nor should it be forgotten, as it appears too 
generally to be, that the Scottish Church is no 
longer, as she was even thirty years ago, all but 
confined to the mother country, but has spread 
and is spreading herself in all parts of the world ; 
and that a provincial singularity of usage, little 
injurious within her former territorial limits, may 
very greatly impede her usefulness to multitudes, 
originally belonging to other British and Con- 
tinental communions, who are willing to accept 
her pure ministrations, and to place themselves 
under her wholesome teaching, but who are re- 
pelled from permanent and full connection with 
her, by peculiarities repugnant to their feelings 
and habits, and in the maintenance of which no 
religious principle is involved. - 

In some parts of the world a Service at the 
place of interment already is, and has long been, 
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held by the ministers of the Church of Scotland, 
in conformity with the feelings and usage of other 
Evangelical denominations; and in some places 
such a Service is in fact indispensable, the regis- 
ter and certificate of the clergyman officiating at 
the cemetery being the ordinary legal evidence of 
decease. Surely it is desirable that some com- 
mon directory should be provided for such cir- 
cumstances as these. 

The following draft contains, first, a Service for 
use at the house, or rather a Manual of suitable 
portions of Scripture collected and arranged for 
the convenience of the conductor of the Service,* 
with forms of prayer (the latter of which is from 
the Dutch Reformed Liturgy); and, secondly, a 
scheme of Service to be used in public, of which 
it is intended that such parts should be used, 
and at such time and place, as may seem ex- 
pedient. 

In respect to the public portion of the Ser- 
vice—while the aim of this Society is rather 
to bring into notice the devotional materials al- 
ready sanctioned by use in various branches of

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the Church, than to originate new forms—it 
could not be overlooked that here the ground 
has long been preoccupied, as regards the vast 
majority of the English-speaking portion of man- 
kind, by a Service of which, notwithstanding one 
or two blemishes easily removed, the excellence is 
universally admitted; which has the inestimable 
merit of consisting, to the extent of above three- 
fourths, of pure Scripture; and which for many 
generations, in all regions of the world, has been 
endeared to British and American Protestants of 
almost every ecclesiastical connection, as the 
common expression of Christian sorrow, resig- 
nation, and hope, in the sight of death and the 
grave. 

There may be in some minds a strange pride 
or vanity which would see in the use of a 
formula by others a reason rather against than 
in favour of its adoption. Such feelings, if com- 
prehensible at all, seem utterly incapable of 
rational defence; and it is believed that to the 
great majority of Christians it will be the very 
highest possible recommendation of that which 
is in itself good, or easily made so, that it should 
bring those who differ in other respects and at 
other times into visible unity as brethren there, 
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where surely all differences should disappear. 
The attempt to introduce a totally new Burial 
Service into the English language at the present 
day would be, in the great interests of Christian 
charity, a retrograde step. 

Tn this view, the portion of this Service designed 
for public use has been so framed as to present 
the Anglican Burial Service nearly entire, with 
the few short alterations desired by the Presby- 
terians of England at the Savoy Conference, and 
in the form in which substantially it is used 
by many Christians of various denominations in 
America. At the same time, the variety and 
liberty awanting in that Service have been pro- 
vided for by introducing, in addition to the 
Scripture passages that form part of it, several 
others proper for such occasions. The only addi- 
tion, except from Scripture, is the beautifully 
comprehensive prayer of Jeremy Taylor; but the 
plan admits of the introduction of any other suit- 
able prayers.

For we are consumed by Thine anger, and by 
Thy wrath are we troubled. 

Thou hast set our iniquities before Thee, our 
secret sins in the light of Thy countenance. 

For all our days are passed away in Thy wrath: 
we spend our years as a tale that is told. 

The days of our years are threescore years and 
ten; and if by reason of strength they be four- 
score years, yet is their strength labour and sor- 
row: for it is soon cut off, and we fly away. 
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Who knoweth the power of thine anger? even 
according to Thy fear, so is Thy wrath. 

So teach us to number our days, that we may 
apply our hearts unto wisdom. 


Then may follow one or more of these Lessons of Scripture : 


Let us hear the word of the Lord, as it is written 
for our admonition and comfort. 


Mark xiii. 33-37. 


Take ye heed, watch and pray: for ye know 
not when the time is. For the Son of Man is as 
a man taking a far journey, who left his house 
and gave authority to his servants, and to every 
man his work, and commanded the porter to watch. 
Watch ye, therefore: for ye know not when the 
master of the house cometh, at even, or at mid- 
night, or at the cock-crowing, or in the morning: 
lest coming suddenly, he find you sleeping. And 
what I say unto you, I say unto all, Watch. 


John xi. 21-27. 


Then said Martha unto Jesus, Lord, if Thou 
hadst been here, my brother had not died. But I 
know, that even now, whatsoever Thou wilt ask of 
God, God will give it thee. Jesus saith unto her, 
Thy brother shall rise again. Martha saith unto 
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Him, I know that he shall rise again in the resur- 
rection at the last day. Jesus said unto her, Jam 
the resurrection and the life: he that believeth in 
Me, though he were dead, yet shall he live; and 
whosoever liveth and believeth in Me, shall never 
die. Believest thou this? She saith unto Him, 
Yea, Lord: I believe that Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of God, which should come into the world. 


Romans v. 12-21. 


As by one man sin entered into the world, and 
death by sin; and so death passed upon all men, 
for that all have sinned; (For until the law sin 
was in the world: but sin is not imputed when 
there isno law. Nevertheless death reigned from 
Adam to Moses, even over them that had not 
sinned after the similitude of Adam’s transgression, 
who is the figure of Him that was to come. But 
not as the offence, so also is the free gift. For if 
through the offence of one many be dead; much 
more the grace of God, and the gift by grace, which 
is by one man, Jesus Christ, hath abounded unto 
many. And not as it was by one that sinned, so 
is the gift: for the judgment was by one to con- 
demnation, but the free gift is of many offences 
unto justification. For if by one man’s offence 
death reigned by one; much more they which re- 
ceive abundance of grace, and of the gift of righte- 
ousness, shall reign in life by one, Jesus Christ.) 
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Therefore, as by the offence of one judgment came 
upon all men to condemnation; even so by the 
righteousness of one the free gift came upon all 
men unto justification of life. For as by one man’s 
disobedience many were made sinners; so by the 
obedience of one shall many be made righteous. 
Moreover, the law entered, that the offence might 
abound: but where sin abounded, grace did much 
more abound: That as sin hath reigned unto death, 
even so might grace reign through righteousness 
unto eternal life by Jesus Christ our Lord. 


1 Corinthians xv. 20-58. 


Now is Christ risen from the dead, and become 
the first-fruits of them that slept. For since by 
man came death, by man came also the resurrec- 
tion of the dead. For as in Adam all die, even so 
in Christ shall all be made alive. But every man 
in his own order: Christ the first-fruits ; after- 
ward they that are Christ’s at His coming. 

*(Then cometh the end, when He shall have de- 
livered up the kingdom to God, even the Father ; 
when He shall have put down all rule, and all 
authority and power. For He must reign till He 
hath put all enemies under His feet. The last 
enemy that shall be destroyed is death. For He 
hath put all things under His feet. But when He 
saith, All things are put under Him, it is manifest

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that He is excepted which did put all things under 
Him. And when all things shall be subdued unto 
Him, then shall the Son also Himself be subject 
unto Him that put all things under Him, that God 
may be all inall. Else what shall they do which 
are baptised for the dead, if the dead rise not at 
all? why are they then baptised for the dead ? 
And why stand we in jeopardy every hour? I 
protest by your rejoicing which I have in Christ 
Jesus our Lord, I die daily. If after the manner 
of men I have fought with beasts at Ephesus, what 
advantageth it me if the dead rise not? let us eat 
and drink; for to-morrow we die. Be not de- 
ceived: evil communications corrupt good man- 
ners. Awake to righteousness, and sin not; for 
some have not the knowledge of God: I speak this 
to your shame. } 

But some man will say, How are the dead raised 
up? and with what body do they come? Thou 
fool, that which thou sowest is not quickened ex- 
cept it die. And that which thou sowest, thou 
sowest not that body that shall be, but bare grain, 
it may chance of wheat, or of some other grain; but 
God giveth it a body as it hath pleased Him, and 
to every seed his own body. *[All flesh is not the 
same flesh: but there is one kind of flesh of men, 
another flesh of beasts, another of fishes, and an- 
other of birds. There are also celestial bodies, 
and bodies terrestrial: but the glory of the celes- 


* The passage within brackets may be omitted. 
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tial is one, and the glory of the terrestrial is another. 
There is one glory of the sun, and another glory of 
the moon, and another glory of the stars ; for one 
star differeth from another star in glory.] So also is 
the resurrection of the dead: it is sown in corrup- 
tion, it is raised in incorruption: it is sown in 
dishonour, it is raised in glory: it is sown in 
weakness, it is raised in power: it is sown a na- 
tural body, it is raised a spiritual body. There is 
a natural body, and there is a spiritual body. And 
so it is written, The first Adam was made a living 
soul, the last Adam was made a quickening spirit. 
Howbeit that was not first which is spiritual, but 
that which is natural; and afterward that which is 
spiritual. The first man is of the earth, earthy ; 
the second man is the Lord from heaven. As is 
the earthy, such are they also that are earthy : and 
as is the heavenly, such are they also that are 
heavenly. And as we have borne the image of 
the earthy, we shall also bear the image of the 
heavenly. Now this I say, brethren, that flesh 
and blood cannot inherit the kingdom of God; 
neither doth corruption inherit incorruption. Be- 
hold, I show you a mystery; we shall not all 
sleep, but we shall all be changed, in a moment, 
in the twinkling of an eye, at the last trump (for 
the trumpet shall sound) ; and the dead shall be 
raised incorruptible, and we shall be changed. 
For this corruptible must put on incorruption, and 
this mortal must put on immortality. So when 
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this corruptible shall have put on incorruption, 
and this mortal shall have put on immortality, 
then shall be brought to pass the saying that is 
written, Death is swallowed up in victory. O 
death, where is thy sting? O grave, where is thy 
victory? The sting of death is sin; and the 
strength of sin is the law. But thanks be to God, 
which giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye 
steadfast, unmovable, always abounding in the 
work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your 
labour is not in vain in the Lord. 


2 Corinthians iv. 17, 18, v. 1-10. 


Our light affliction, which is but for a moment, 
worketh for us a far more exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory; while we look not at the things 
which are seen, but at the things which are not 
seen: for the things which are seen are tem- 
poral, but the things which are not seen are 
eternal. For/we know that if our earthly house 
of this tabernacle were dissolved, we have a 
building of God, an house not made with hands, 
eternal in the heavens. For in this we groan, 
earnestly desiring to be clothed upon with our 
house which is from heaven: if so be that being 
clothed we shall not be found naked. For we that 
are in this tabernacle do groan, being burdened ; 
not for that we would be unclothed, but clothed 
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upon, that mortality might be swallowed up of 
life. Now He that hath wrought us for the self- 
same thing is God, who also hath given unto us 
the earnest of the Spirit. Therefore we are always 
confident, knowing that, whilst we are at home in 
the body, we are absent from the Lord (for we 
walk by faith, not by sight): we are confident, I 
say, and willing rather to be absent from the body, 
and to be present with the Lord. Wherefore we 
labour, that, whether present or absent, we may be 
accepted of Him. For we must all appear before 
the judgment-seat of Christ; that every one may 
receive the things done in his body, according to 
that he hath done, whether it be good or bad. 


1 Thessalonians iv. 13-18. 


I would not have you to be ignorant, brethren, 
concerning them which are asleep, that ye sorrow 
not, even as others which have no hope. For if 
we believe that Jesus died and rose again, even so 
them also which sleep in Jesus will God bring 
with Him. For this we say unto you by the word 
of the Lord, that we which are alive and remain 
unto the coming of the Lord, shall not prevent 
them which are asleep. For the Lord himself 
shall descend from heaven with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with the trump of God ; 
and the dead in Christ shall rise first: then we 
which are alive and remain shall be caught up to- 
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gether with them in the clouds, to meet the Lord 
in the air: and so shall we ever be with the Lord. 
Wherefore comfort one another with these words. 


2 Peter iii. 10-14. 


The day of the Lord will come as a thief in 
the night; in the which the heavens shall pass 
away with a great noise, and the elements shall 
melt with fervent heat, the earth also and the works 
that are therein shall be burnt up. Seeing then 
that all these things shall be dissolved, what man- 
ner of persons ought ye to be in all holy conversa- 
tion and godliness, looking for and hasting unto 
the coming of the day of God, wherein the heavens 
being on fire shall be dissolved, and the elements 
shall melt with fervent heat? Nevertheless we, 
according to His promise, look for new heavens 
and a new earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness. 
Wherefore, beloved, seeing that ye look for such 
things, be diligent that ye may be found of Him 
in peace, without spot, and blameless. 


Revelation vii. 9-17. 


After this I beheld, and, lo, a great multitude, 
which no man could number, of all nations, and 
kindreds, and people, and tongues, stood before the 
throne, and before the Lamb, clothed with white 
robes, and palms in their hands; and cried with 
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a loud voice, saying, Salvation to our God which 
sitteth upon the throne, and unto the Lamb. And 
all the angels stood round about the throne, and 
about the elders and the four beasts, and fell before 
the throne on their faces and worshipped God, 
saying, Amen: Blessing, and glory, and wisdom, 
and thanksgiving, and honour, and power, and 
might, be unto our God for ever and ever. Amen. 
And one of the elders answered, saying unto me, 
What are these which are arrayed in white robes? 
and whence came they? And I said unto him, 
Sir, thou knowest. And he said to me, These are 
they which came out of great tribulation, and have 
washed their robes, and made them white in the 
blood of the Lamb. Therefore are they before the 
throne of God, and serve Him day and night in His 
temple: and He that sitteth on the throne shall 
dwell among them. They shall hunger no more, 
neither thirst any more, neither shall the sun light 
on them, nor any heat. For the Lamb, which is 
in the midst of the throne, shall feed them, and 
shall lead them unto living fountains of waters; 
and God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes. 


Revelation xx. 11-13. 


And I saw a great white throne, and Him that 
sat on it, from whose face the earth and the heaven 
fled away ; and there was found no place for them. 
And I saw the dead, small and great, stand before 
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God: and the books were opened; and another 
book was opened, which is the book of life: and 
the dead were judged out of those things which 
were written in the books, according to their works. 
And the sea gave up the dead which were in it ; 
and death and hell delivered up the dead which 
were in them: and they were judged every man 
according to their works. 


Revelation xxi. 1-7. 


And I saw a new heaven and a new earth: for 
the first heaven and the first earth were passed 
away ; and there was no more sea. And I John 
saw the holy city, new Jerusalem, coming down 
from God out of heaven, prepared as a bride adorned 
for herhusband. And I heard a great voice out of 
heaven, saying, Behold, the tabernacle of God is 
with men, and He will dwell with them, and they 
shall be His people, and God himself shall be with 
them, and be their God. And God shall wipe 
away all tears from their eyes; and there shall be 
no more death, neither sorrow nor crying, neither 
shall there be any more pain: for the former things 
are passed away. And He that sat upon the throne 
said, Behold, I make all things new. And He said 
unto me, Write: for these words are true and faith- 
ful. And He said unto me, It is done. Iam Alpha 
and Omega, the beginning and the end: I will 
give unto him that is athirst of the fountain of the 
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water of life freely. He that overcometh shall in- 
herit all things; and I will be his God, and he 
shall be my son. 


Thereafter may be used such portions of the service follow- 
ing, and at such time, as shall be convenient, in the 
discretion of the Minister : 


Man that is born of a woman hath but a short 
time to live, and is full of misery. He cometh up, 
and is cut down, hke a flower; he fleeth as it 
were a shadow, and never continueth in one stay. 

In the midst of life we are in death: of whom 
may we seek for succour, but of thee, O Lord, who 
for our sins art justly displeased ? 

Yet, O Lord God most holy,O Lord most mighty, 
O holy and most merciful Saviour, deliver us not 
into the bitter pains of eternal death. 

Thou knowest, Lord, the secrets of our hearts: 
shut not thy merciful ears to our prayer, but spare 
us, Lord most holy, O God most mighty ; O holy 
and merciful Saviour, Thou most worthy Judge 
eternal, suffer us not at our last hour, for any pains 
of death, to fall from Thee. 


Forasmuch as it hath pleased Almighty God, in 
His wise Providence, to take out of this world the 
soul of our deceased brother, we therefore commit 
his body to the ground ; earth to earth, ashes to 
ashes, dust to dust; looking for the general resur- 
rection in the last day, and the life of the world to 

H 
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come, through our Lord Jesus Christ; at whose 
second coming in glorious majesty, to judge the 
world, the earth and sea shall give up their dead ; 
and the corruptible bodies of those who sleep in 
Him shall be changed, and made like unto His own 
glorious body, according to the mighty working 
whereby He is able to subdue all things unto Him- 
self.* 


Or this: 


The dust returns to dust, and the spirit to God 
who gave it: therefore do we now commit the 
body of our departed brother to the earth [or deep] 
until that hour when earth and sea shall give up 
their dead, at the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ 
to judge the world. 


I heard a voice from heaven, saying unto me, 
Write, From henceforth blessed are the dead which 
die in the Lord: even so, saith the Spirit, for they 
rest from their labours.—Reyv. xiv. 13. 

Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, which according to His abundant mercy 
hath begotten us again unto a lively hope by the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ from the dead, to an 
inheritance incorruptible, and undefiled, and that 
fadeth not away.—l Pet. i. 3, 4. 

* At the burial of the dead at sea, instead of the words, We 
therefore commit his body to the ground, earth to earth, &c., 


shail be said, We therefore commit jis body to the deep, to be 
turned into corruption, looking for the general resurrection, &e. 
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Let us Pray.

Give us this 

day our daily bread. And forgive us our tres- 

passes as we forgive them that trespass against 

against us.

Lessons for Public Worship. 


THE USE OF HOLY SCRIPTURE IN THE 
SERVICE OF GOD. 


Waite the public reading of Holy Scripture is 
enjoined by precept and example in Scripture 
itself, and is declared by the Reformed Church, 
in all its branches, to be a part of the worship 
of God, essential both as an act of homage to 
Him and a means of edifying the Church, experi- 
ence has proved that the full and regular reading 
of Scripture in divine service is permanently se- 
cured only by the use of a Table of Lessons—that 
is, Readings—in the hands of minister and people. 

The Assembly of Divines at Westminster, while, 
as is well known, most desirous to promote the ex- 
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position and preaching of the Word, entertained at 
the same time a very deep conviction of the im- 
portance of public readings of Scripture uninter- 
rupted by any comment; and, objecting to the 
usage which had prevailed in the English and 
other Reformed Churches, of reading on the Lord’s 
day only such selected portions as were set forth 
in the respective Tables of Lessons, and of Gospels 
and Epistles, declared it to be “requisite that all 
the canonical books should be read over in order, that 
the people may be better acquainted with the whole 
body of the Scriptures ;” adding that, “ordinarily, 
where the reading in either Testament endeth on one 
Lord’s day, tt is to begin the next.” In thus seek- 
ing to give greater fulness and prominence to the 
public reading of Scripture, and specially com- 
mending “the frequent reading” of the Psalms, 
they state it to be “convenient that ordinarily one 
chapter of each Testament be read at every meeting, 
and ”’ (not supposing that less would be read) “some- 
tumes more, where the chapters be short, or the coher- 
ence of matter requireth it.” But no precise scheme 
having been set forth by which these general rules 
might be carried into effect, and the practice thereby 
recommended, secured, and strengthened by a new 
uniformity of usage throughout the Church, the 
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result, as is well known, was that, in the Churches 
which adopted the Westminster standards, the pub- 
lic reading of Scripture, instead of becoming more 
regular and copious than under the discarded tables, 
became, through the want of such support as theirs, 
more irregular and scanty; until at length God’s 
plain, powerful, and blessed Word ceased to have 
any place in God’s service, which (except the sing- 
ing of short portions of the Psalms in the metrical 
version) came to consist entirely of prayers and 
preaching, such as the ability and inclination of 
individual ministers might supply. 

The evils of an omission so disrespectful to the 
divine Word, so inconsistent with the character of 
a Reformed Church, and so detrimental to the ser- 
vice of the sanctuary and the wholesome instruc- 
tion of the people, are now generally admitted ; 
and, within a few years, the reading of a portion 
of each Testament at each meeting for public wor- 
ship has been in many places resumed. But with 
the returning sense of the importance of this part 
of public worship, there is a growing feeling of the 
necessity for a Table of Lessons, as at once a guide, 
a bond of joint action, and a source of strength, to 
those who have its revival at heart. 


The following biennial table, while securing 
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the advantages of a calendar, obviates in a consi- 
derable degree, and probably as far as will be found 
possible, the objection made, not without reason, 
to the tables in use in most Churches, that they 
present only a small portion—varying little or 
nothing from year to year—of the whole Scripture 
for public reading. It is comprehensive as well 
as simple, including the whole of the Gospels and 
the greater part of the other books of the New 
Testament. A few of the most instructive and 
impressive chapters of the Old Testament are 
omitted from the general table, and reserved for 
special services, as indicated in a short supple- 
mentary table. In regard to those special ser- 
vices which are commemorative, the propriety and 
benefit of such services appear to be generally 
recognized, apart from the question of set times. 
It may, however, be observed that a continued 
refusal to concur with the great body of Chris- 
tians throughout the world in such stated an- 
nual acts of commemoration, seems somewhat 
unreasonable on the part of those who observe 
centenary and other solemnities in commemora- 
tion of events worthy indeed of religious remem- 
brance, but not, without irreverence, to be com- 
pared to the great events in the redemption of 
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the world. In the Table of First Lessons for Even- 
ing Service, the books of the Prophets have been 
arranged in the most generally received chronolo- 
gical order, with a view to their being better under- 
stood by the unlearned than when read or heard in 
the usual order; and for the sake of variety, the 
Book of Proverbs, in its distinct divisions, which 
are unconnected with each other, and the Book of 
Ecclesiastes, have been inserted at various places 
among the prophetical writings. This division 
might, perhaps with advantage, have been carried 
farther as regards the Book of Proverbs. In 
Churches where there is only one service on the 
Lord’s day, the Table of Lessons will serve for 
four years; and a suitable Table of the Psalms 
for two years can easily be prepared.

Thus saith the Lord, the heaven is my throne, 
and the earth is my footstool; where is the house 
that ye build unto me? and where is the place of 
my rest? For all those things hath mine hand 
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made, and all those things are mine,* saith the 
Lord; but to this man will I look, even to him 
that is poor, and of a contrite spirit, and trembleth 
at my word.—Isa. lxvi. 1, 2. 

As I live, saith the Lord God, I have no plea- 
sure in the death of the wicked; but that the 
wicked turn from his way and live: turn ye, turn 
ye from your evil ways; for why will ye die, O 
house of Israel ?—Ezek. xxxiii. 11. 

Take with you words, and turn to the Lord:
